MANY KILLED IN AIR RAID OVER ENGLAND 


BY A SQUADRON OF 


U. S. U-BOAT TRAVELING 
WHEELS IN WEST TO GET RECRUITS

Seventy-six Persons, Mostly Women and 
Children, Killed and Many 
Injured in Raid. 


SOME Of THE AIRSHIPS ARE DESTROYED 


London, May 26.—German airships to the number of about six- 
teen raided Southeast England on Friday evening, according to an 
official statement issued today. Seventy-six persons were killed. 


One hundred and seventy-four persons were injured. 
Three of . the German airplanes were shot down. 
The raiding aircraft which were brought down, were airplanes. 
Nearly all the damage occurred in one town where some bombs 
fell in the streets, causing considerable casualties among the civilian 
population. 


The following report on the air raid was made by Field Marshal 
Viscount French: 


"A large ssiuadron of enemy air craft—about 16—attacked south- 
east Englar.d between 5:15 and 6:30 o'clock last evening. 
Bombs 
were dropped at a number of places but nearly all the damage occur- 
red in one town, where some bombs fell into the streets cai^iiig con- 
siderable casualties among' the civil population. 
Some shotis and 
houses also Avere seriously damaged. 


"The total casualties reported 
^ 
by the police from all districts 
are: "Killed, 76; injured, 174. 


"Of the killed, 27 Avere women 
and 23 w^ere children, while 43 
women and 19 children were in- 
jured. 


"Airplanes of the royal flying 
corps went in pursuit and the 
raiding craft were engaged by 
fighting squadrons of the royal 
naval air service from Dunkirk, 
on their return journey. The ad- 
miralty reports that three enemy 
airplanes M^ere shot down by the 
latter."

A Town on the Southeast Coast of 
England. Fridaj^ Evening, May 25.— 
(Via London, May 26, 1:35 p. m.— 
The most ambitious airplane raid yet 
undertaken by the Germans on Great 
Britain occurred liere late this after- 
noon while the streets were crowded 
with shoppers, promenaders and work- 
ers returning to their homes. 
The 
raiders dropped a large number of 
bombs apparently in haphazard fash- 
ion, from a mile or two above the town, 
killing 
seventy-six 
persons, 
mostly 
•women and children, 
and 
injuring 
nearly 175 more.

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FRANCE GIVES 
FRESH DETAIL 
OF SEA FIGHT 


Paris, May

port of the engagement on May 20, off 
Flanders bank, the enemy, superior in 
force to the French flotilla, opened fire 
flrsti but seeing the French torpedo 
boats bearing down upon him with 
the Intention of boarding, he retired 
at high speed toward his base.

Those Who Live Within 
Half-Mile of Plants 
Also Are Hit. 


POINTS THE WAY 


TO EFFICIENCY 


Steady Work in Many of the 
Big Places Would Aid 
Solution. 


Many residents of Fort Wayne are 
affected by a proclamation just Issued 
by President Wilson to the effect that 
no person born in a country now at 
war with the United States and not 
having taken out his full naturalization 
paper.s shall after the first of June be 
permitted to work for any corporation 
engaged in furnishing the government 
with materials of any kind without a 
permit from the government. 
The 
proclamation also prohibits such per- 
sons to reside within one-half mile of 
the factory of that corporation unless 
he is likewise given pei-mission. 


Such 
persons 
employed 
at 
both 
plants of the General Electric in this 
city and those living within a half mile 
of them are hit by the proclamation. 
While the General Electric company is 
not making ammunition, it is furnish- 
ing the government with certain of its 
regular apparatus and has taken steps 
to secure permits for several of its em- 
ployes wlio are not full citizens of the 
United States. The United States mar- 
shal from Indianapolis, will be at the 
Fort Wayne postoffice building on n^xt 
Tuesday or Wednesday to prepare the 
necessary papers. 
Any person born in 
Germany, who has not been fully nat- 
uralized as a citizen 
of the 
United 
States and who lives within one-half 
mile of the plants of the Geheral Elec- 
tric company on Broadway or Holman 
street will be subject to arrest if he 
continues to reside within that one- 
half mile circle unless he secures a per- 
mit from the United States marshal. 
Every such person must furnish three 
unmounted photographs of himself 3x.1 
inches in size and bring with him his 
employer to vouch for his character.

The zone in which the bombs 
were dropped cut a wide swath across 
the city with the chief damage in the 
shopping and residential districts.

Reports this evening f r o m the sur-

The Intervals of comparative quiet 
a f t e r the departure of each squadron of 
raiders were only broken by the sound 
of distant firing of naval guns out a t 
sea and were even more harrowing to 
the people than were the brief periods 
when the bombs actually were burst- 
ing In the town.

The i m p o r ^ n c e of milk as a food 
is emphasized in the appeal for loyal 
conservation. 
Keep milk cold is the 
principal 
order. 
^.leihod of 
cooling 
milk and cream and keeping it cold 
is given as follows: 


"Milk should be cooled as soon as 
drawn and kept below 50 degrees F. 
To do this, cool water and ice are nec- 
essai-y. 
The higher quality of your 
product will offset the cost of cooling.

have ice in the water while milk is 
being stored in the tank. 


"As the cans are taken from 
the 
tank, jacket or cover them to prevent 
rise in temperature. 
Don't expose cans 
to the sun any more than is absolutely' 
necessary. 
See that your station pro- 
vides a covered platform.

liver milk any longer than necessary 
before train time."

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FORT WAYNE FOR AN ARMY CAMP. 


' 
As a suitable place for the establishment of 
one of the great army camps, Fort Wayne will 
be judged solely by what it has to offer. The 
advantages hereabouts must speak for them- 
selves. It is not a matter in which political 
influence or public claque are likely to cut a 
figure of much influence. The army men who 
are to choose the centers for the location of 
these great military cantonments know pre- 
cisely what is necessary to the purpose and 
when these are found they will recognize it. 


It seems clear, however, that Fort Wayne 
offers about everything that can be required. 
Ample land that is splendidly adapted to the 
purposes of a great camp has been found 
available. 
The owners have declared a pa- 
triotic readiness to turn their land over to the 
government for suc^uses. Fort Wayne is ac- 
cessible from all directions. It is a great rail- 
way center that presents in geographical sit- 
uation all that the war department can ask 
for as the center of^a wide region. Water is 
Ebundant and good. Food markets are equal 
to any demand and food production all about 
is immense. 
The city itself affords the ele- 
ment of amusement that must be considered 
desirable as supplementing essential advant- 
ages of a lai'ge training camp where fifteen or 
Lucnty thousand young soldiers are to be as- 
sembled for intensive training in military 
iuty. 


In point of transportation alone, Fort 
IVayne possesses advantages that the govern- 
Lient must carefully consider in respect of 
:very camp site that is selected. Railway facil- 
ities will cut a great figure both in assembling 
i.nd dispatching troops. Steam railways rad- 
iate in eleven different directions from Fort 
Wayne and interurban railroads in five dif- 
ferent directions. 
Three of the steam rail- 
roads are great trunk lines and over two of 
them direct connection is had with the eastern 
seaboard. Twenty miles to the north lies an- 
other trunk line to the east and about the 
same direction to the south lies still another. 
In the mobilization of the men for training 
and in the dispatching of troops for service 
the transportation facilities afforded by Fort 
iWayne's great plexus of railways make an' 
impressive exhibit. 


When the army men come to examine what 
Fort Wayne can give that in every way makes 
for advantage in a great military training 
camp, we believe they will be strongly im- 
pressed by the showing. That the region it- 
self is eminently a Inealthful one and that its 
climate is admirable are facts no one will dis- 
pute. That it affords every convenience and 
advantage for the ready and proper care of a 
great body of men rests upon visible evidences. 


What those who are acting in the city's in- 
terest have to do is to show what is offered. 
The army men could not if they would be 
blind to a situation so admirably suited to 
tiieir purpose in all respects. 
It is a stern 
a?id inexorable business that the government 
niust consider in choosing the camp sites for 
the training of half a million soldiers. There 
is not likely to be either much sentiment or 
politics mixed with the considerations that 
determine the choice. 
Because we believe 
Fort Wayne is altogether the best place in the 
, whole region of which this is a part we be- 
lieve Fort Wayne has more than an even 
chance to be chosen for'this camp site. All 
advantages—geographical, climatic, transpor- 
tational, physical, moral and social—together 
combine to offer everything and all that the 
government can rationally look for or desire 
iij a training camp. 


Gemajan spy sjstem^are matters witlh which 
this eioimtry has had no want of opportunity 
'to become acquainted the past three years. 
That msaay of the government's diplomatic 
and military secrets should be surprised is 
no occasion for great wonder; bût that naval 
movements so carefully guarded as was the 
sending of our warships to Europe should be 
kno^vn with minutely circumstantial detail to 
the 'German government in advance is alarm- 
ing. There is a German spy who is somewhere 
"playing close in." Information of that sort 
is not obtained by the usual processes of eves- 
dropping, desk burglaries and like details of 
mere sneak-work. To come by information of 
such vital importance there must be access to 
some one who is thought properly to possess 
it. And any one who might properly have 
such information could be guilty of not less 
than high treason if he disclosed it, save we 
accept the alternative that he is a fool >more 
dangerous than a traitor. 


It is possible of cornrse, that there might be 
a degree of carelessness in some official quar- 
ter thKough which a diligent and subtle spy 
could have possessed himself of the details 
that the German government unquestionably 
got holá of, but that seems less plausible than 
that there is a traitor somewhere. 
That is 
not to say that any official of the government 
has been guilty of treachery and treason, but 
some one from whom knowledge of the naval 
expedition-could not well be kept has betrayed 
it. 


That the government at Washington is 
greatly disturbed is admitted. It well may be. 
A good many military and naval movements 
will be executed that for their safety and cer- 
tainly for their success must depend upon se- 
crecy. • An essential preliminary to actual 
military operations would seem to be a cam- 
paign against spies and it appears that the 
theater of such operations could be narrowed 
to Washington. "

In one event or the other, this country must 
put in its cash. We have gone into the war. 
If we lose we shall have to pay Germany's 
price. 
"It will be cheaper to win the war 
than to lose it," says a Chicago banker, who 
sums it all up in a dozen words. 


This war cannot be won without money. 
The government must have the support of the 
people or there will be no money. At this time 
the government is appealing for mq^ey. It is 
offering the liberty bonds to Americans that 
the money to finance the earlier stages of the 
war may be obtained. If the people will not 
take these bonds as security for their cash 
which the government wants to borrow, the 
government will have a hard time fighting the 
battle of democracy. 


"It will be cheaper to win the war than to 
lose it.'' Keep that in mind for it is the truth 
—a very impressive truth. As the richest of 
Germany's foes it will be America that Ger- 
many will bear hardest upon for a settlement 
when the time has come to make peace. If 
Germany and not the United States is to dic- 
tate the terms, you may be sure they will be 
such as to make us issue bonds in great plen- 
ty and we shall have to turn them into caslj on 
short order without any benefit of pleading. 
If Germany comes out of the conflict with the 
victory that will enable her to impose her 
terms on her enemies we shall pay her war 
bill as well as our own. 


The liberty loan appeals to the patriotism 
of every good American because it is one of 
the weapons of the nation in its war of de- 
fense. It is possible for every American to 
help the government to some- extent in taking 
the bonds. 
Most of us can do but a little, 
but the little of each of the millions will make 
a mighty aggregate. It is made possible for 
everybody to acquire a bond and to help the 
government. 


Many of the great business institutions are 
taking millions of dollars worth of bonds in 
order to sell them to their employes on terms 
that make purchase easier than if the bonds 
are bought on the terms the government has 
established. A few dollars a month will en- 
able every employed man and woman to buy 
at least one of the fifty-dollar bonds. A great 
many can do better than that. The bonds pay 
per cent, interest, are not taxable, are the 
best security in the world and will run for 
a long term.

Every dollar of the $2.000,000,000 
Liberty Loan, bonds of which are now 
on public sale, will stay in the United 
States. 
Funds placed at the disposal 
of the government through patriotic 
purchases of Liberty bonds will 
be 
spent in this country, providing funds 
for wages and purchases of food, sup- 
plies and other things needed by our 
armies and the armies of our allies 
and their peoples. 


The Liberty Loan means additional 
prosperity for America. 
This 
great 
war chest fund cannot be 
expended 
without 
promoting 
prosperity. 
It 
means a free circulation of funds with 
substantial prices. 


A dollar invested in the Liberty Loan 
is a dollar for the maintenance of sol- 
dieis and sailors 
fighting 
under the 
Stars and Stripes; a dollar to aid Amer- 
ica's allies in the common cause of hu- 
manity and liberty against the ruthless 
rule and 
warfare 
of 
our 
enemies. 
Every dollar advanced by Americans 
to 
their 
government 
will, in being 
spent, come back with interest to those 
who enabled the nation to spend it. 


The money must be borrowed before 
it can be spent. 
This means prosper- 
ity for the thrifty farmer and \vage- 
earner as well as banker 
and 
mer- 
chant. 
More than $2.000,000,000 have 
been spent by the allies in this country 
since the beginning of the war in Au- 
gust. 1914. 


That 
part 
of 
the 
money 
raised 
through thB Liberty bonds to be loaned 
to the allies will be placed to the credit 
of 
the 
borrowing 
nations, 
against 


which they will draw in making pay- 
ments on war orders in the United 
States. 


For the farmer it means a market 
for his products such as the producers 
of this country have never witnessed. 


In addition to the purchases by the 
allies of the United States, not alone 
for supplies for their armies but to feed 
their populations, there are additional 
requirements of the American soldiers 
and sailors. 


The need, of increased acreage and 
full crops has been stressed 
by the 
president and the secretary of agricul- 
ture. 
The patriotic service the farmer 
must render is apparent to all. 


The sons of farmers engaged in the 
gigantic task of feeding the Avorld are 
needed on the farms more than in the 
trenches, but the sons of other men 
(now engaged in such productive pur- 
suits), must be eequipped and trained 
and sent abroad and must, be fed. That 
takes money. 
The answer is, "Buy a 
Liberty Bond." 


The traditional patriotism 
of 
the 
farmers alone warrants their support 
of the Liberty Loan of 1917 if the noble 
spirit of the Battle of Lexington is to be 
kept alive. 
The farmer colonists of 
America struck the first blow for Lib- 
erty in this country. 
They have 
in 
their hands in 1917 the opportunity to 
strike a blow for the freedom of the 
world from oppressive rule of the spirit 
of militarism. 


The farmer by buying Liberty bonds 
says to the rest of the nation that he 
is not content to serve his country be- 
hind the lines, that he insists upon 
doing his bit to aid his compatriots 
who have been called to the colors. 


SAVING THE CALVES. 


(Grand Rapids Press.) 


The farmers are getting a great deal 
of more or less valuable advice from 
the city folk just now on how to in- 
crease the food supply. 
The state ag- 
ricultural college asks every farmer 
to raise and fatten one calf while from 
the east comes the slogan "save every 
female calf." 
Another city 
expert 
says lambs and calves should be kept 
through 
the pasturage 
season 
"to 
triple or quadruple in weight" for the 
Increase of the meat supply. 
It seems 
a good argument but the 
practical 
farmer will say that neither ca'.veb nor 
lambs would quadruple, or triple,•»«op 
double in size during the 
summer, 
and that if they should be kept they 
would not be worth the feed they 
would consume. 
He will point out 
that the "veallng" 
of calves Is not 
practiced by beef 
producers but by 
owners of dali-y herds, whose milk 
and mill feed would be wasted If they 
should 
hold calves, , undesirable as 
breeders, beyond the veallng age, and 
that If the lamb were kept until it 
became a sheep it would aell for less 
than It was worth as a lamb. 


There Is more of merit In the agri- 
cultural college's modest request that 
one calf be raised because that would 
not be a serious drain on feed, but 
the ratl^er common cry that all young 
female stock should be kept alive Is 
based upon a great 
mistake; mora 
poorly bred heifers and more cows 
that a m not first class producers of 
milk should ba alaughterad 
because 
they cannot be made to pay for their 
feed and Insofar as thay affect the 
problem of supply they Increase the 
coat of feed^ without making a profit 
fpr anybodj^

of safety. 
And to beat them 
there 
requires the utmost exertions of the 
government and people of the nation 
which has long led the world in in- 
ventions and devices for overcoming 
difficulties in the mechanic arts and 
in ail material tasks. 


It Is a problem grim and impera- 
tive, and It calls for the immediate and 
vigorous use of all possible means of 
solution. 
It must be attacked from 
all angles. There must be swift build- 
ing of many ships and all possible sup- 
port for allies of the United States in 
prosecuting the war. 
Above all, the 
navy and the ingenuity of this country 
must be exerted to the fullest extent 
to curb the submarines and protect 
vessels carrying cargoes to Europe. 


It is an American task, for America. 


The world war grips the United States 
in its menace and its demands for hard 
hitting by this country-. 
The need is 
urgent. We cannot wait for more con- 
venient seasons. 
The peril is present 
and must be met now 


RUSSIA'S GOLDEN OPPORTUNITE'. 


(Indianapolis Star.) 


In war, as elsewhere, often it is the 
unexpected that happens and is a de- 
ciding factor. Already there are indi- 
cations, not too encouraging, but still 
offering hope, that Russia may prova 
a surprise before the season is ended. 
Resumption of artillei-y firing and of 
severe fighting along almost the entire 
front has been reported, and there are 
indications that a coalition 
cabinet 
may be able to unite the conflicting 
elements back of the line. 


If the Russians join in a vigorous 
effort on the east front this summer, 
they may be able to torce terms of 
peace. 
No one believes that the cen- 
tral powers will dare to remove any 
of the forces now stationed along tho 
west front. The allies are threatening 
to break through in spite of all tho 
picked troops of the Teutons can do 
to prevent. 
The line in Flanders can 
not be weakened to take care of new 
developments on the east front. 


It is generally conceded that the 
Teutons are holding their east front 
with as few men as they dare, and 
those are not the best of troops. 
If 
the Russian is able to make a breach 
in the east front and to disorganize 
the kaiser's plans in tha tdirection, no 
once can say what might be the ef- 
fect on the early outcome of the war. 
Russia has the men, but is not be- 
lieved to be well supplied with ammu* 
nition. 


But those who have watched and 
wondered at inactivity 
on 
the east 
front must not forget that much of it 
has been due to weather conditions. 
The season, 
particularly 
along the 
Baltic end of the line where the heavy 
fighting 
might be expected, is later 
than in west front. 
That area has 
been 
almost 
impassable 
in 
recent 
weeks, due to mud and absence of 
anything 
approximating 
serviceable 
roads. 
Something may develop as the 
roads and weather improve. 


NAVAL T.^CTICIANS NOW.

"Many a housewife spends a life- 
time in determining what kind and 
how much food 
her 
husband 
must 
have. 
She gauges the food she pre- 
pares for him by his appetite rather 
than by any definite knowledge of what 
he requires in the way of fat, protein 
and 
carbo-hydrates. 
It 
would 
be 
much easier for the cook in the kitchen 
and a real saving in the cost of food 
if the husband and all other members 
of the family were fed by a definite 
formula. 
Unfortunately this Is not yet 
possible. 
We have worked out feed- 
ing formulas for animals, but we fool- 
ishly 
avoid 
using 
similar 
sensible 
methods for the human family. 
The 
food specialists have, however, deter- 
mined the day's food requirement of 
the average man. 
They have deter- 
mined that a man who does fairly hard 
muscular work will get the food his 
body needs if he eats daily such com- 
binations of food as follows: 


"One 
and 
one-fourth 
pounds 
of 
bread (h^-ving about the same food 
value as one 
pound of 
such 
cereal 
preparations as wheat or rye flour, oat- 
meal, cornmeal, rice, etc.) 


"Two ounces, or one-quarter 
cup, 
of butter, oil, meat drippings, or other 
fat. 
Two ounces, or one-quarter cup, 
sugar; or one-third cup of honey, or 
syrup, or an 
equivalent 
amount of 
other sweet. 


"One and one-fourth pounds of food 
from the following: 
Fresh fruits and 
fresh or root vegetables. 


"Twelve ounces of foqd from a class 
which may be called 'meats and meat 
substitutes'; 
that is, moderately 
fat 
meats, poultry, fish, eggs, cheese, dried 
legumes (beans, soy beans, peas, len- 
tils, c'owpeas and peanuts). 
Milk also 
belongs among the foods, but because 
of the large amount of water it con- 
tains, half a glass, or four ounces, of it 
would be required to equal an ounce 
of any one of the others. 


"A man who works 
hard 
out of 
doors all day probably 
would 
need 
more food than this, and one who sits 
all day at his desk would need less. 
The amounts given are suitable for a 
man, who, like a salesman in a store, 
walks about and does more or less of 
such work as lifting."

Advertising matter put out by Wood 
and Denman of Minneapolis, tells the 
whole story of many such syndicates, 
planning to buy enormous quantities 
of eggs now, storing them until next 
winter at profits that may run as high 
as 250 per cent.

It is said formation of this "syndi- 
cate" has been conducted with great 
secrecy and circulais were sent only 
to persons who answered an adver- 
tisement in newspaper classified col- 
umns and who were believed "safe."

son who falls for the game will find, 
say those familiar with this kind of 
"investment," that he will not have 
$300 profits. 


Before he gets started he may expect 
to find there is a commission to be 
paid on the purchase of the eggs, a 
commission and interest to be paid on 
the 60 per cent advanced by the "syn- 
dicate," storage charges to be paid on 
the eggs, and other charges and com- 
missions, to be paid to the '"syndi- 
cate." 


Thus, a large part of the expected 
profits may be taken by the "syndi- 
cate" before the "investor" gets into 
the game. 


The evidence in this particular case 
has been turned over to the Minnesota 
committee of safety, which has almost 
plenary powers, and bi-ought to the 
attention of the federal district attor- 
ney. 


But there is evidence that this la 
only one of a chain of "get-rich-quick" 
schemes to corner food n>arkets and 
trim "suckers." 


As the law stands federal action 
against such schemes can be had only 
under the Sherman act, with all the 
delaj's and technical loop-holes for 
which It is famous. 


Protection 
against such 
schemes 
could be provided if the president were 
granted by congress full power to con- 
trol food distribution which he has 
asked.

New York, May 26.—Andrew Car- 
negie, known Internationally as the 
Apostle of Peace, Is a war casualty, 
bereft of reason and money, it became 
known today when It was learned Dr| 
Henry Smith Pritchett, president of 
the Carnegie foundation, and one of 
Carnegie's closest friends, has 
been 
appointed conservator of the vast Car- 
negie funds. 


Carnegie's reason has been dwind- 
ling since war began, but the condition 
of the old ironmaster has been guard- 
ed Jealously. 


Quickly, but cautiously, the power 
to give away money was taken from 
him. 
The appointment of Dr. Prit- 
chett was without publicity. 


Aged, penniless ^ and 
heartbroken, 
the once powerful Induslrial monarch 
and apostle of peace sits in his caetle 
home waiting the great armistice. 


Closest friends are no longer recog- 
nized by Carnegie., 
Only now 
and 
then does he know Dr. Pritchett. Em- 
perors, masters of finance, steel kings 
—these are but shadows now to the 
man who once mingled with them as 
a power. 


New York pulsing around his palace 
is unobserved. 
The once loved beau-, 
ties of his Highland castle are for- 
gotten. 


"Wife." wails the weary old voice, 
over and over again, as Mrs. Carnegie 
tries to soothe him, "has the war end-

No man tried to do more for inter- 
national peace than Carnegie.

pledged himself to a world campaign 
against war.

Washington, May 26.—In its c a m - 
paign to stimulate interest in registra- 
tion J u n e 5, for the war army, the war 
department today issued a memoran- 
dum emphasizing the seven 
cardinal 
points to be remembered, particularly 
by men between the ages of 21 and 30, 
inclusive, who will be required to reg- 
ister. 
The m e m o r a n d u m follows: 


1—There is only one day for regis- 
tration, J u n e 5, 1917, 


2—Every 
male 
resident 
of 
the 
United States who 
has 
reached his 
21st and has 
not 
reached his 31st 
birthday, must register on the day set, 
June. 5, 1917. 
The only exceptions are 
persons in the military or naval service 
ofthe United 
States, which 
includes 
all officers an denlisted men of 
the 
regular army, the regular a r m y 
re- 
serve, the officers' reserve corps, the 
enlisted 
reserve 
corps, 
the 
national 
guard and 
national guard 
reserve, 
recognized by the militia bureau of the 


war department; the navy, the marine 
corps, the coast guard and the naval 
militia, the naval reserve forces; the 
marine corps reserve and the national 
naval volunteers, 
recognized 
by the 
navy department. 


3—Registration 
is 
distinct 
f r o m 
draft. 
No matter 
w h a t 
just claims 
you have for exemption, you must reg- 
ister. 


4—Registration is 
a 'public duty, 
for those not responsive to the sense of 
this duty, the penalty of 
imprison- 
ment, not fine, is provided in the d r a f t 
act. 


5—Those 
who 
through 
sickness 
shall be unable 
to 
register should 
cause a representative to apply to the 
county or city clerk for a copy of the 
registration card. 
The clerk will give 
insti'uctions 
as 
to 
how 
this 
should be filled out. 
The cards should 
then be mailed by the sick person or 
delivered i)y his agent, to the registrar 


of his home district. 
The sick per- 
son 
will 
enclose 
a 
self-addressed, 
stamped envelope for the return 
to 
him of his registration certificate. 


6—Any person who expects to be 
absent f r o m his voting precinct 
on 
registration day should apply as soon 
as practical for a registration card to 
the county clerk of the county, where 
he m a y be stopping or, if he is in a 
city of over 30,000. to the city clerk.

amount of gold flowing into the treas- 
ury these days from ordinary sources 
of taxation has eclipsed all previous 
records. 
For the first tv/enty-four days 
of 
May 
it aggregated 
?159.057,267. 
bringing the total for the fiscal year 
up to $794,567,337, or approximately 
$200,000,000 more than a year 
ago, 
which then stood as a new high record. 


The chief source of revenue thus far 
in May has been the income tax which 
has yielded $88,714,922, against 
$3,- 
835,834 for the corresponding period 
last year. 
The tremendous increase is 
attributed to the patriotism of the tax- 
payers who believing the government 
needs the money are making their pay- 
rnents a month earlier this year than 
formerly. 
Officials estimated that the 
Income tax will yield 
approximately 
$335,000,000 this year which is more 
than $50,000,000 in excess of the sum 
estimated last fall when the amend- 
ment increasing the tax was enacted. 
Next in size are payments of internal 
revenue on whisky, beer, cigars and 
cigarettes. 
These payments 
totaling 
$38,597,474 for May are 50 per cent 
higher than for the same period last 
year. 
The increase in these taxes is 
attributed to what some officials term 
a lack of patriotism, or the desire of 
owners of the commodities to get them 
out of bonded warehouses before the 
taxes are doubled under the war rev- 
enue bill, now pending in congress. 


Customs receipts, $22,618,219, show 
an increase of approximately $5,500,- 
000 and miscellaneous items including 
the thousand and one smaller sources 
of revenue. Jumped more than 100 per 
cent to $9,126,562. 
Virtually the only 
tax which did not exceed expectations 
was 'the tax on munitions and this has 
fallen somewhat under the sum esti- 
mated as its yield. 
Total receipts for 
the month are approximately 
three 
and 'one-half times as m u c h as they 
were a year ago.

had for the rules of their childhood. 
They dearly loved a rule that was clear 
and manageable. 
For instance, they 
wei-e very fond of 
this 
little 
rule: 
"Thou shall take a tithe of mint and 
anise and cummin and present it to 
the priest." 
That was so plain and 
easy! A child could discharge it. 
And 
they wanted all their molality and all 
their religion to be reduced to a mat- 
ter of simple arithmetic. 
So they tried 
in a hundred ways to constrain our 
Master to put the Gospel of the kitTg- 
dom into a dozen simple rules. 
One 
came to him and said: 
"Who is my 
neighbor?"

RUTABAGA, A GOOD WINTER VEGETABLE. 


(Another of a series of articles ed- 
ited by the committee on publicity and 
information of the National Pood Re- 
lief committee. Fort Wayne 
branch. 
This article by Norma Erf.) 


J h e rutabaga resembles the turnip, 
and is sometimes called the Swedish 
turnip or the Russian turnip. 
As the 
name suggests, it is a plant adapted 
to northern latitudes, and while it can 
be grown here, it is especially adapted 
to sections north of Indiana and Ohio. 
However, since it is sMUch a splendid 


winter vegetable, it is recommended 
for cultivation here this year. 


The rutabaga requires a longer sea- 
son for maturing than does the turnip 
and so it shoUld be planted as soon as 
possible, after the middle of June. The 
plant requires more space than the 
turnip, and It is best to sow the seed 
in drills about 18 inches apart. 
When 
the plants are well up they should be 
thinned out to a distance of 6 to 8 
inches between plants. 


Two pounds of seed will sow an 
acre, and one can figure on 
of an 


ounce for a row of 100 feét, if the seed 
is put in by hand. 
The seed should 
not be planted too deep, a half to a 
whole inch being deep enough. 
If the 
plants are pulled carefully they may 
be transplanted very succéóBfully. 


The roots aré quite hardy and are 
not 
injured 
by 
light 
frosts. 
They 
should be taken up and stored in a 
cellar or in pits out of doors, but^the 
tops should be removed before stor- 
ing.

We admit it. Strangers notice it.

Fort Wayne merchant who has been 
in business here only a short time, said 
one day this week that he observed it 
even in the high character of the news- 
boys on the streets. 


Several reasons are assigned for this. 
We haven't a large "foreign" popula- 
tion. 
We have no slums. 
We are free 
from the worthless, shiftless element 
which, in some of the river towns (I'm 
mentioning no names) are dignified by 
the appellation, river rats. 


Towns, like human beings, vary in 
accordance with their habits. 
It is the 
habit of Fort Wayne to feel a pride in 
home ownership. 
Every newcomer is 
made to believe that 
it's the 
right 
thing to do. The influence of this idea 
on the city as a whole has been won- 
derfully effective in raising the stand- 
ard of the city far above the average 
in many ways. 
The individual makes 
the city, and the' solution of a city's 
condition comes only through a study 
of the views and habits of the majority 
of the individuals who compose 
its 
population. 
I suppose we shall never 
discover a way to determine the exact 
extent of the influence of home-owning 
upon the general character of the city, 
but there are several facts which will 
well repay thoughtful consideration. 


Somehow, men measure each other's 
ability and 
responsibility by 
stand- 
ards which may or may not b6 found- 
ed on reason. 
The man who is a rent- 
er, for instance, is usually looked up- 
on as one who is lacking in responsibil- 
ity or the strength of character to en- 
able him to do things of moment. And 
if one's neighbors Instinctively 
turn 
from reposing confidence in him as a 
leader, there comes over him the con- 
viction that he was never designed to 
occupy an 
important 
place in 
the 
scheme of things. 
When a neighbor- 
hood centers its interest upon the der 
velopment of a community idea, he is

popular. 
Of these the Golden Ban- 
tam is' a well-known variety. 
EfCrly 
Minnesota has long been a favorite. 
White Mexican is a valuable early 
corn. 
Early Malakohf is a very early 
sort of excellent quality, which does 
better in the North than in the Mid- 
dle States, however. 
Early Adams Is 
a variety frequently grown for mar- 
ket, and its virtues are rather those 
of the market than of the table. 
It 
Is a flint com, not a sweet com, but if 
used during the very short 
period 
when its qualities are at their best. Its 
flavor is good. 


It is possible to have a f^rly long 
season of usuable corn if three var- 
ieties, such as Golden Bantam, Crosby, 
and Country Gentleman are planted 
simultaneously in early spring. 
To 
make 
the 
season 
continuous 
until 
frost, however, it will be necessary to 
plant some variety at intervals of 
two or three weeks up to the last of 
July. 
Crosby is a very good variety 
for this purpose.

Service 
Army,—& notable and hoiiored host 
enflpa^red in the service of the nation 
and the world, the efficient friends 
and saviors of free men evMTwhere. 
Tliousanda, nay, hundreds of thou- 
saads, of men otherwise liable to mili- 
tary service will of right and of neces- 
sity be excused from that service and 
assigned to the fundamental, susCaln- 
ipg work of the 
and factories 


and mines, and they will be as much 
part of the great patriotic forces of 
the nation as the men under fire.

farmers of this country, therefore, in 
large measure, rests the fate of the 
war and the fate of the nations. 
May 
the nation not count upon them to 
omit no step that wül increase the 
production of their land or that will 
bring about the most effectual co- 
operation in. the sale and distribution 
at fheir products? 
The timé is short. 
It is of the most imperative impor- 
tance that everything possible be done 
and done immediately to make sure 
of large harvests.

tlUzers and farm machinery, as well 
as of the crops themsehres when har- 
vested.

Use Conimoii^ Sense 
IiiHogRaismg 


It is very necessary-that we^qreooe« 
-nlze hog cholera and swine plagn» In 
the very early stages in order-to pre- 
vent them from spreading. 
In, some 
outbreaks the symptoms are not typi- 
cal and we cannot diagnose the>diseaee 
by the symptoms alone. 
In-sociL'cascfa 
we should destroy a sick hog and 
make a careful post-mortem^examina- 
tion. 


If the disease proves to be hog dbol- 
era or swine plague, and It la practical 
under the conditions the herd should 
be divided into small wbunchea. 'Tha

sick animals should be-separated? from 
the well ones and all possible precau- 
tions taken against the spread of the 
disease. 


Do not move the hogs to different 
parts of the farm, nor scatter the dis- 
ease over the farm. 
If the yards and 
hog houses are in such a condition 
that they cannot be properly cleaned 
and disinfected we should move the 
herd to some convenient place and 
build temporary quarters. 


When the weather is warm the-oidy 
protection needed is shade. 
In cold 
weather it is necessary to provide 
quarters warm enough to prevent the 
hogs from piling up and 
catching 
cold. 
Portable bog houses are very 
useful for this purpose. 


The yards, feeding fioons, troughs 
and hog houses must be kept dean. 
All litter must be removed daily; and 
the frequent spraying of the hogs, 
feeding floors and sleeping quarters 
with a water solution (two per cent or 
more) of a tar disinfectant-is a neces- 
sary part of the care. 


Both the sick and well hogs-should 
be fed a light diet of sloppy food, 
shorts, bran and the like. 
Water or 
slop must not be left in the trough 
for the hogs to wallow in. 
Copper 
sulphate dissolved tn the water and 
slop in the proportion of four or five 
ounces to the barrel may lessen the 
chance of hrfection. 


The length of time that the hog 
houses and 
their surroundings 
will 
remain infected will depend on the 
care taken in cleaning them. 
In filth 
the germs may live for five months. 
All litter about the yards must be 
burned or removed to a place whero 
the 
hogs cannot come 
in contact 
with it.

Fertilizer Mixtures Prevent Fibs Front beefing 


That flies may be prevented from 
breeding in barnyard manure by add- 
ing to the substance the common fer- 
tilizer ingredients, calcium cyanamid, 
acid phosphate, and kainit, has been 
demonstrated by recent experiments 
The valuable feature of the discovery 
is that by the new treatment the fer- 
tilizing value of the manure is in- 
creased at the same time that ita 
menace to health is lessened. 
Under 
treatments for preventing fiies breed- 
ing in manure heretofore in use, the 
fertilizing value oi the substance has 
been decreased or not affected. 


The fertiliaer Ingredient .indicated 
by the experiments to be most effec- 
tive in preventing the development of 
fly maggots in manure is calcium cy- 
anamid, a compound in which nitro- 
gen from the air is fixed by electricity. 
The investigations showed the value, 
however, of adding other ingredients 
to balance properly the chemical ef- 
fects and to prevent waste of fertiliz- 
ing elements. 
Acid phosphate 
was 
found to be the supplemental ingre- 
dient most needed, but a stiU better 
fertilizer was obtained when kainit 
was used also. 
The three substances, 
cyanamid, acid phosphate, and kainit, 
give a fertilizer complete in itself, 
containing nitrogen, phosphorus, and 
potash, as weU as lime. 


As a result of experiments, special- 
ists of the Departmeol of Agriculture 
advocate the use of mixtures of 1 
pound of cyanamid and 2 to 4 pounds 
of acid pho^hale i>er 4 square feet 
of surface exposed, when the manure 
is in boxes or pits, 
wuen the manure 
ië in ¿¡^Ti piles 13ie rate of ^plica- 
tion should be 4 pounds of ciranamid 
and 4 or more pounds of acid phos- 
phate per 8 bushels of manure. 
To 
be sure of retainlog an the fertilizing 
elements, faiore t l m 4 pounàs of add 
phosphate at« recommended. 
When 
kainit is used It may rei>iace a portion 
of phosphate. 


When manure from pits treated as 
suggested above is applied aa -fertilizer, 
the rate slmild be 9 tons per acre to 
provide the amount of cyanamid cal- 
culated to be most effective. 
Manure, 
treated in open piles shouSd not be 


applied in excess of 
tons per acre, 
since it contains a much h i ^ e r per- 
centage of the commercial fertiliser 
than the pit-treated product. 


Earlier 
experiments 
prored 
that 
both borax and hellebore are ^Stoetive 
in preventhig fiies from breeding in 
manure. 
The use of borax was found 
to constitute the cheapest effective 
treatment, costing one-half cent per 
bushel 
of 
treated 
manure. 
IQiis 
treatment may lessen the valite of the 
manure 
for 
agricultural 
puiposes, 
however. 
The 
heHebore 
treatment 
was found to cost about 1 cent per 
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bushel of manure, and neither lessens 
nor increases the ferfUllBlng value. 
The treatment with fertiliser ingredi- 
ents Just ewwhmd costs from one-haU 
cen£ i>er -bushieV of manure when treat- 
ment Is in piiB to 1.8 cents per bushel 
when the treatment Is in c^wn piles. 
This cost is based on the notmA 
sail- 
ing prices of the fertiliser Ingredtenta^ 
and is materially lessened in efSect by 
the increaaed fertflizing efBeieney of 
the treated manure. 
Not only Is the 
value of the mmure ineressed by the 
fertillBer ingredients added hot also^ 
their jnwsence presents the waste of 
certafta valuable elements usoally lost^ 
from nntosated manure.

For capital invested and labor re- 
qnlred, adds Mr. J a ^ , bees are far 
the greatest money-midcers one can 
keep on the 
farm. 
One 
hundred 
pomtds is a fair average production 
under good management of the bee 
yard. 
At this rate ijQO hives would 
produce 10,000 pounds of honey in 
one yeat. 
This, at.J.0 cents a pound, 
wpuld-glve a retuE&tof $1,000 for one 
year.- 


None of this--has to 4>e used to pay 
for feed for the bees for all their food 
and honey come from the fiowers of 
the roadsides; woods, and 
meadows. 
Further. Htfle or no rent is required 
for the land, for the beehives (;an be 
placed along roadsides and in mea- 
dows w h ^ e the bees have food at 
their very doors. 


If a yard is needed for the bees, a 
quarter of 
an acre Is more 
than 
enough for 100 hives. 
This should 
cost $1.50 as rent. 


The only large eoqMnseJs for equip- 
ment such as hii)«s and supers, and 
this equlpmeiit will last a lifetime. 
It 
can be supplied'for )300. 
"niis means 
a yearty charge of only about 115. 
The bees can be o b ^ n e d 
free by 
catehing afwarms in summer. 
Then 
by the use'of pure-bred Italian (lueens. 
these SWSKQS can 1» multiplied into 
a pure-breA^aplary. 


Tita total annual cost of the bees 
for one year then 1« )ess than $20 ex- 
clusive of labor. 
The actual labor 
required is worth 
at the rate of 
$400 per y e n , for ooly one-third of 
the time of one man is needed, ac- 
eordlng to Bfr. Ja<er, who ftnds that 
m e man eameaaQroar« for SOO hivea 
This leaves a net pzoflt of $846 for one 
>ear.

BIRDS 


Every bird you can induce to come 
and live on your farm will repay you 
by destroying hundreds of caterpillars, 
grubs, borers, beetles, and insects that 
would prey on your flowers, vegetables, 
fruit, foliage or field crops. 
Birds 
more than pay for their keep. 


Birds lead active lives and require 
much food. 
A single bird often eats 
more than one hundred Insects at a 
single meal and sometimes consumes, 
several thousand small insecta 
Birds 
on a 200-acre farm in North Carolina 
destroyed a miUion green bugs or 
wheat aphids daily. 
There are many 
localities where birds have-saved cer- 
tain trees, garden crops, or field crops 


PROTECT DHUCKING WATER. 


Drinking water may be the source 
of ill health unless precautions are 
taken 
to 
keep 
it 
uncontaminated. 
E. W. Lehmann of the Missouri Col- 
lege of Agriculture suggests that the 
farmer examine his water supply, es- 
pecially if it is from a dug w^L- 
Water 
from shallow 
dug weUs 
is 
usually contaminated 
unless special 
precaution hats been taken on the part 
of the owner. 
Drilled wells 
mora 
than 100 feet deep usually furnish a 
good wholesome supply of water. 


The following have been found to 
b&'the principal causes of thedmpurlty 
of water from dug wells: 
(1) The 
wells are poorly located. 
They can 
be found in the bam-yard near ma- 
nure-piles, too near privies and-drains.

Encourage all kinds of birds to 
make their home«on your place, as the 
various spedes prey on different kinds 
of insects. 
£>very destructive insect 
is on the bill of fare of one or i^ore of 
our native birds. We can not u i ^ too 
strongly the necessity of encouraging 
the birds.

No one ^oQld run the risk of crop 
failure by using poor seed, 
^ i s is 
especially true at this time when all 
poariUe agricultural produce is'needed. 
Seed of the varieties best adapted to 
local conditions should bo used as far 
aa available. 
I=1artlouiar care should 
be taken that all seed is planted at 
such a rate as to insure a full stand 
in the field under normal weather con- 
ditions. 
Wherever pf ^ ible, pow only 
med which germlnat<f well. 
It often 
happens, 'however, that the available 
supplies do not germinate well. 
All 
seed, therefore, should be tested for 
germination before sowing and the 
rate of sowing of any that does not 
germinate well should be increased 
sufilciently to insure the use of a 
proper amount of live seed. 


RUfirr AND SMUT. 


Rust and smut feed differently on 
different kinds of plants. 
Rust is 
usually on the stalks of wheat and 
feeds on the pabulum prepared for 
the seed but smut feeds on the seed 
Itself. 
Should any kind of 
fungus 
growth be noticed on wheat or corn 
plants, the aaedlTor the next year's 
erop fhovl^ Iw 'proeurad froar «lo^r 


and at-points where all kinds of wastes 
are thrown from the kitchen. 
Farm- 
ers who contemplate digging 
wells 
can. avoid trouble by selecting a fav- 
orable location. 
It is best to place 
the well on a slope. 
(2) Poor surface 
drainage iq a cause of impurity. 
This 
is partly due to the location where 
seepage carries filth from the surface 
and from the top soil where it has 
collected 
during 
the 
long 
winter 
months. 
While these impurities will 
be more or less diluted by the spring 
rains, some will be carried into the 
welL 
(3) Insufficient or inadequate 
curbing will allow impurities to enter 
the welL 
Wells are too often lined 
with 
bricks without mortar 
which 
permits free passage of. seepage water, 
earth worms, 
or other 
undesirable 
materials and animals. 
The curbs of 
ail dug wells should be water Ught 
for a depth of at least six or eight feet 
Tile- drain sliould be provided outside 
the curb to carry off any 
seepage 
w«^er. 
(4) The top of the well may 
be a source.for contamination. 
Many 
wells are covered with boards with 
cracks between ttfexn which allow the 
passage of all kinds of 
filth. 
Con- 
crete makes a good well top which 
can be easily made at small expense. 
(5) The foregoing sources of vater 
contamination are made njore danger- 
ous by careleepness and neglect on the 
part of the owner. 
Chickens are al- 
lowed on top of the well, mnddy shoes 
are washed at the pump,V;tock are 
often watered too near, the well is 
left open for days at a time, or a 
dirty 
rope or wagon line is used for 
drawing water when the pump gets 
out of order. 


Not only should the foregoing dé- 
fects in the water sMpply be remedied 
to insure the health of the entire fam- 
ily, but a water system should be in- 
stalled wlaerever possible, to eliminate 
unnecessary latwr for the housewife. 


Co-operative Bdl Âssociatiras Help Smafl Farmer 


There are now more than 30 active 
co-operative bull associations in the 
United 
States, 
representing a 
total 
membership of 650 and -owning«about 
130 pure-bred bulls. 
In the opinion 
•of specialists, co-operation in this re- 
spect is only in its infancy and co- 
opœstive bull associations should be- 
come a great factor in the improve- 
ment of our dairy cattle. 


The ' co-operative bull-association is 
especially adapted to herds which are 
so-small that a valuable bull for each 
herd would be too heavy an invest- 
ment to be Justified by the extent of 
the business. 
Through co-operation. 


Qoallty Connts. 


cattle owners are enabled to obtain 
the benefits which come fronj the use 
of a pure-bred sire at an expense 
which is no greater, and In many 
cases is even less, than the cost of 
maintaining a* scrub. 


"Better 
and 
fewer 
tolls" 
ia ,a 
phrase which represents iho aim of 
these associations. 
A typical organi- 
sation is composed of from IS to 30 
farmem who^ owm jointly 5 bulls. 
The 
territory of the association is ^vided 
into 5 breeding blocks and oqs bull 
assigned to each Mock. 
To pr«mat 
inbreeding, each bull is moved to the 
next block every two years. 
Barring 
losses from death or other causes, 
therefore, no new bulls need be pur- 
chased for 10 years. 
It is customary 
to apportion the purchase price, and 
the 'expense of supporting the bulls, 


among the members according to^ the 
number of cows owned by each. 


These associations have been known 
in the United States only since 1908, 
when the first one was organized, in 
Michigan. 
The short time which has 
elapsed since then makes it impossible 
to demonstrate the full value of the 
associations, because the influence of 
a pure-bred sire is Xelt In the herd 
for more than one generation. 
Simi- 
lat= associations, however, have-existed 
in Denmark ever since 1874. and the 
movement in that country has proved 
most successful. 
So far as we know 
now, there seenis to be no serious ob- 
jection to organizations of this char- 
acter to ofTSet their very obvious' ad- 
vantages. 


Take, :for instance, one association:; 
This association is composed of 1« 
farmers and is organized into 5 blocks. 
Before the association was formed, 8 
farmers who afterwards become mem- 
bers had each an average investment 
of $85 in a scrub bull. 
These scrubs 
were sold and 5 pure-bred bulls were 
bought at-i240 each, or an average-of 
$^75 for each menober. 
This actual 
saving in cash, however, is a far less 
ImportaiTt matter than the ibet that 
the members now are able to use 
pure-bred sires instead of the former 
scrubs. 
A larger membership, it is 
said, would reduce the expense stsn . 
further. In another association which 
has-more than 100 members the orig- 
inal c.':)st to each for purchasing the 
pure-bred sires was-only $23. 


In. regard to the returns from-grad« 
Ing up cattle fhroush the use of tiM 
pore-bred bulls of the co-operative 
aauciatlans, 
one 
estimate 
obtained 
from farmers in Maryland, MirWgsn, 
and Minnesota, places the increased 
value of the offspring in iho 
firsi 
generation at from 30 to SO per cent, 
or an average of $5 per cent. 
Sucb 
large profits are commonly aasodated 
by businoes men with the possildUty 
of equally serktos loss, but in the bQll 
associations this does not seem to ba 
true. 
It is ¿Bfflcolt to see that «ny 
probo^lty^ ofC loss- exists.

WORSn THINKIIfG ABOUT. 


Well-balanced, healthy fa|m chit* 
dren are worth considerably 
more 
than their mere board and keep, and 
the sooner that country parents gen- 
erally rwoKnlse this tha battar it iriU 
be tar Aa|ti*«Ml te^ Uf«i.

London, May 26.—German airships to the number of about six- 


teen raided Southeast England on Friday evening, according to an 
official statement issued today. Seventy-six persons were killed. 


One hundred and seventy-four persons were injured. 
Three of the German airplanes were shot down. 
The raiding aircraft which were brought down, were airplanes. 
Nearly all the damage occurred in one town where some bombs 


fell in the streets, causing considerable casualties among the civilian 
population. 


The following report on the air raid was made by Field Marshal 


Viscount French : 


"A large' squadron of cnciiy air craft — about 16 — attacked south- 


east England between 5:15 and 6:30 o'clock last evening. Bombs 
were dropped at a number of places but nearly all the damage occur- 
red in one town, where some bombs fell into the streets causing con- 
siderable casualties among the civil population. 
Some shops and 


houses also were seriously damaged. 


"The total casualties reported 


by the police from all districts 
arc: "Killed, 76; injured, 174. 


"Of the killed, 27 were women 


and 23" were children, while 43 
women and 19 children were in- 
jured. 


"Airplanes of the royal flying 


corps went iu pursuit and the 
raiding craft were engaged by 
fighting squadrons of the royal 
naval air service from Dunkirk, 
on their return journey. The ad- 
miralty reports that three enemy 
airplanes were shot down by the 
latter."

having taken out his full naturalization 
papers shall after the first of Juno be 
permitted to work for any corporation 
engaged in furnishing the government 
with materials of any kind without a 
permit from the government. 
The 


proclamation also prohibits such per- 
sons to reside within one-half mile of 
the factory of that cornoration unless 
he is likewise given permission. 


Such persons employed at 
both 


plants of the General Electric in this 
city and those living within a half mile 
of them are hit by the proclamation. 
While the General Electric company is 
not making ammunition, it is furtilsh- 
Ing the government with certain of its 
regular apparatus and has taken steps 
to secure permits for several of its em- 
ployes who are not full citizens of the 
United States. The United States mar- 
shal from Indianapolis, will be at the 
Fort Wayne postoffice building on next 
Tuesday or Wednesday to prepare the 
necessary papers. Any person born in 
Germany, who has not been fully nat- 
uralized as a citizen of the United 
States and who lives within one-half 
mile of the plants of the General Elec- 
tric company on Broadway or Holman 
street will be subject to arrest if he 
continues to reside within that one- 
half mile circle unless he secures a per- 
mit from the United States marshal. 
Every such person must furnish three 
unmounted photographs of himself 3x3 
inches in size and bring with him his 
employer to vouch for his character.

This 
apparently includes all Germans who 
have made their first declaration of 
Intention and who have taken out 
their first papers, but who have not 
yet been admitted to citizenship. The 
proclamation prohibits alien enemies 
being within half a mile of any factory 
engaged in manufacture for the gov- 
ernment.

The attorney general 
of the United States, by order of the 
president, has issued directions for 
the enforcement of the proclamation 
on and after June 1, and the instruc- 
tions are that any alien enemy found 
within half a milo limit without a per- 
mit shall bo summarily arrested.

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FOKT WAYNE FOE AN ARMY CAMP. 


As a suitable place for the establishment of 


one of the great army camps, Fort "Wayne will 
be judged solely by what it has to offer.

GERMANY'S SPY SYSTEM. 


It is somewhat startling to learn through en- 


tirely official source that Germany had in- 
formation in detail of the plans of the navy 
department to send a flotilla of destroyers to 
British waters nnd, acting on the information, 
took measures to sink our warships. 
; The energy and resourcefulness of German 
)pies and the world-wide ramifications of the 


German spy system are matters with which 
this country has had no want of opportunity 
to become acquainted the past three years. 
That many of the government's diplomatic 
and military secrets should be surprised is 
110 occasion for great wonder; but that naval 
movements so carefully guarded as was the 
sending of our warships to" Europe should be 
known with minutely circumstantial detail to 
the German government in advance is alarm- 
ing. There is a German spy who is somewhere 
"playing close in." 
Information of that sort 


is not obtained by the usual processes of eves- 
dropping, desk burglaries and like details of 
mere sneak-work. To come by information of 
such vital importance there must be access to 
some one who is thought properly to possess 
it. And any one who might properly have 
such information could be guilty of not less 
than high treason if he disclosed it, save we 
accept the alternative that he is a fool more 
dangerous than a traitor. 


It is possible of course, that there might be 


a degree of carelessness in some official quar- 
ter through which a diligent and subtle spy 
could have possessed himself of the details 
that the German government unquestionably 
got hold of, but that seems less plausible than 
that there is a traitor somewhere. 
That is 


not to say that any official of the government 
has been guilty of treachery and treason, but 
some one from whom knowledge of the naval 
expedition could not well be kept has betrayed 
it. 


That the government at "Washington is 


greatly disturbed is admitted. It well may be. 
A good many military and naval movements 
will be executed that for their safety and cer- 
tainly for their success must depend upon se- 
crecy. An essential preliminary to 'actual 
military operations would seem to be a cam- 
paign against spies and it appears that the 
theater of such operations could be narrowed 
to Washington. 


IN ONE EVENT OR THE OTHER—MONEY. 


In one event or the other, this country must 


put in its cash. We have gone into the war. 
If we loso we shall have to pay Germany's 
price. "It will be cheaper to win the war 
than to lose it," says a Chicago banker, who 
sums it all up in a dozen words. 


This war cannot be won without money. 


The government must have the support of the 
people or there will be no money. At this time 
the government is appealing for money. It is 
offering the liberty bonds to Americans that 
the money to finance the earlier stages of the 
war may be obtained. If the people will not 
take these bonds as security for their cash 
which the government wants to borrow, the 
government will have a hard time fighting the 
battle of democracy. 


"It will be cheaper to win the war than to 


lose it." Keep that in mind for it is the truth 
—a very impressive truth. As the richest of 
Germany's foes it will be America that Ger- 
many will bear hardest upon for a settlement 
when the time has come to make peace. If 
Germany and not the United States is to dic- 
tate the terms, you may be sure they will be 
such as to make us issue bonds in great plen- 
ty and we shall have to turn them into cash on 
short order without any benefit of pleading. 
If Germany comes out of the conflict with the 
victory that will enable her to impose her 
terms on her enemies we shall pay her war 
bill as well as our own. 


The liberty loan appeals to the patriotism 


of every good American because it is one of 
the weapons of the nation in its war of de- 
fense. It is possible for every American to 
help the government to some extent in taking 
the bonds. Most of us can do but a little, 
but the little of each of the millions will make 
a mighty aggregate. It is made possible for 
everybody to acquire a bond and to help the 
government. 


Many of the great business institutions are 


taking millions of dollars worth of bonds in 
order to sell them to their employes on terms 
that make purchase easier than if the bonds 
are bought on the terms the government has 
established. A few dollars a month will en- 
able every employed man and woman to buy 
at least one of the fifty-dollar bonds. A great 
many can do better than that. The bonds pay 
3% per cent, interest, are not taxable, are the 
best security in the world and will run for 
a long term.

Funds placed at the disposal 
of tho government through patriotic 
purchases of Liberty bonds will bo 
spent in this country, providing funds 
'or wages and purchases of food, sup- 
piles and other things needed by our 
armies and tho armies of our allies 
and their peoples. 


The Liberty Loan means additional 


prosperity for America. This great 
war chest fund cnnnot be expended 
without 
promoting prosperity. 
It 


means .1 free circulation of funds with 
substantial prices. 


A dollar invested in the Liberty Loan 


is a dollar for tho maintenance of sol- 
diers and sailors lighting under the 
Stars and Stripes; a dollar to aid Amer- 
ica's allies in the common cause of hu- 
manity and liberty against the ruthleas 
rule and warfare of our enemies. 
Every dollar advanced by Americans 
to their government will, in being 
spent, come back with interest to thoso 
who enabled the nation to spend it. 


The money must be borrowed before

of more or less valuable advice from 
the city folk just now on how to in- 
crease the food supply. The state ag- 
ricultural college asks every farmer 
to raise and fatten one calf while from 
the east comes the slogan "save every 
female calf." 
Another city 
expert 


says lambs and calves should be kept 
through 
the pasturage 
season "to 


triple or quadruple in weight" for the 
increase of the meat supply. It seems 
a good argument but the practical 
farmer will say that neither calves nor 
lambs would quadruple, or triple, or 
double in size during the summer, 
and that if they should be kept they 
would not be wprth the feed thoy 
would consume. 
He will point out 


that the "vealing" 
of calves is not 


practiced by beef producers but by 
owners o£ dairy herds, whose milk 
and mill feed would be wasted if they 
should 
hold calves, 
undesirable as 


breeders, beyond the vealing age, and 
that if the iamb were kept until it 
became a sheep it would sell for less 
than it was worth as a iamb. 


There is more of merit in the agri- 


cultural college's modest request that 
one calf be raised because that would 
not be a serious drain on feed, but 
the rather common cry that all young 
female stock should be kept alive is 
baaed upon a great 
mistake; more 


poorly bred heifers and more cows 
that nre not first class producers of 
milk should be slaughtered because 
they cannot be^made to pay for their 
feed and insofar as they affect the 
problem of supply they Increase the 
cost of fccrt without making a profit 
for anybody. 


TO SAVE AMERICA.

The peril Is present 
and must bo mot now. 


RUSSIA'S GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY.

In war, an elsewhere, often It I« the 


unexpected, that happens and Is a d«- 
* 


elding factor. Already there are Indi- 
cations, not too encouragrng, but still 
offering hope, that Russia, may prova 
a surprise before the season is ended. 
Resumption of artillery firing and of 
severe fighting along almosftho entire 
front has been reported, and there ar« 
Indications that a coalition cabinet 
may be able to unite the conflicting 
Clements back of tho line. 


If tho Russians join In a vigorous 


effort on the east front thl» summer, 
they may be able to force terms of 
peace.' No one believes that the cen- 
tral powers will dare to remove any 
of the forces now stationed along tho 
west front. The allies are threatening 
to break through in splto of all tho 
picked troops of the Teutons can do 
to prevent. The lino In Flanders can 
not be weakened to take care of new 
developments on the east front. 


It Is generally conceded that the 


Teutons are holding their east front 
with as few men as they dare, and 
thoso are not the best of troops. If 
the Russian is able to mako a breach 
In the oast front and to disorganize 
the kaiser's plans In tha tdlrcction, no 
once can say what might be the ef- 
fect on the early outcome of the war. 
Russia has the men, but is not be- 
lieved to be well supplied with ammu- 
nition. 


But thoso who have watched and 


wondered at inactivity on the east 
front must not forget that much of it 
has been due to weather conditions. 
The season, 
particularly along tho 


Baltic end of the line where the heavy 
fighting might be expected, is later 
than in west front. 
That area has 


been almost 
impassable 
in recent 


weeks, duo to mud and absence of 
anything 
approximating 
serviceable 


roads. Something may develop as the 
roads and weather improve.

Wives What to Feed 
Hungry Husbands On 


Wives who have worried about how 


much to feed their husbands will flnd 
a partial solution for their troubles in 
the result of experiments by food spe- 
cialists who have determined fairly 
accurately the needs of tho average 
man. Dr. H. E. Barnard, state food 
and 
drug commissioner, says. He 


said: 


"Many a housewife spends a lifc- 


:imo in determining what kind and 
bow much food her husband must 
have. She gauges tho food she pre- 
pares for him by his appetite rather 
;han by any definite knowledge of what 
he requires in tho way of fat, protein 
and carbo-hydrates. 
It 
would he 


much easier for tho cook in the kitchen 
and a real saving in the cost of food 
if the husband and all other members 
of tho family were fed by a definite 
formula. Unfortunately this is not yet 
possible. 
We have worked out feed- 


ing formulas for animals, but we fool- 
ishly avoid using similar sensible 
methods for the human family. The 
food specialists have, however, deter- 
mined the day's food requirement of 
tho average man. 
They have deter- 


mined that a man who docs fairly hard 
muscular work will get the food his 
body needs if he eats daily such com- 
binations'of food as follows: 


"One and one-fourth pounds of 


bread (having about the same food 
value as one pound of such cereal 
preparations as wheat or rye flour, oat- 
meal, cornmeal, rice, etc.) 


"Two ounces, or one-quarter cup, 


of butter, oil, meat drippings, or other 
fat. 
Two ounces, or one-quarter cup, 


sugar; or one-third cup of honey, or 
syrup, or an equivalent amount of 
other sweet. 


"One and one-fourth pounds of food 


from the following: Fresh fruits and 
fresh or root vegetables. 


"Twelve ounces of food from a class 


which may be called 'meats and meat 
substitutes": that is, moderately fat 
meats, poultry, fish, esgs, cheese, dried 
legumes (beans, soy beans, peas, len- 
tils, cowpeas and peanuts). 
Milk also 


belongs among the foods, but because 
of the large amount of water it con- 
tains, half a glass, or four ounces, of it 
would be required to equal an ounce 
of any one of the others. 


"A man who works hard out of 


doors all day probably would need 
more food than this, and one who sits 
all day at his desk would need less. 
The amounts given are -suitable for a 
man, whn. like a salesman in a store, 
walks about and docs more or less of 
such work as lifting."

One tablespoon granulated gelatin.

Cut in very fine pieces; put 
on with one cup of water and boil I 
very quickly until tender. Then add 
the sugar. Boil two minutes and add 
the gelatin, which has been covered 
with two tablespoons of cold water. 

Pour 
into mold or howl which has been 
rinsed with cold water. This can be 
made early in the morning and set in 
cool place.

Canned Rhubarb. 


One quart finely cut rhubarb. 
Two cups sugar. 
One-fourth cup water. 
Wash and dry Hie rhubarb (do not 


skin,) cut very fine, put in agate or 
porcelain lined kettle, cover with the 
sugar, add the water; place over slow 
fire for five minutes, stir until sugar 
is dissolved; boll rapidly six minutes 
and then reduce the heat and boil 
forty minutes very slowly. Be sure to 
remove the scum as it rises. Sterlize 
glasses or jars and put marmalade In 
while boiling hot; cover. 
When cold

against such schemes can be had only 
under the Sherman act, with all the 
delays and technical loop-holes for 
which it is famous. 


Protection against such schemes 


could be provided if the president were 
granted by congress full power to con- 
trol food distribution which he has 
asked.

^VAR HAS ROBBED CARNEGIE, PEACE 


LOVER, OF HIS REASON AND HIS GOLD 


Two rlews of Andrew Carnegie, formerly the lively Ironmaster, now 


heartbroken over failure of Ills dream of world pence to oorue true. 


New York. May 28.—Andrew Car- 


negie, known internationally aa the 
Apostle of Peace, IB a war casualty, 
bereft of reason and money. It became 
known today when it was learned Dr| 
Henry Smith Prltchett, president of 
the Carnegie foundation, and one of 
Carnegie's closest friends, has been 
appointed conservator of the vast Car- 
negie funds. 
, Carnegie's reason has been dwind- 
ling since war began, but the condition 
of the old ironmaster has been guard- 
ed jealously. 


Quickly, but cautiously, the power 


to glvo away money was taken from 
him. The appointment of Dr. Prlt- 
chett was without publicity. 


A>«d. penniless and heartbroken, 


the once powerful industrial monarch 
and apostle of peace sits In his castlo 
homo waiting the great armistice. 


Closest friends are no longer recog- 


nized by Carnegie. 
Only now and 


then does he know Dr. Prltchett. Em- 
perors, masters of finance, stoel kings 
—these are but shadows now to the 
man who once mingled with them as 
a power. 


Now York pulsing around his palace 


Is unobserved. The once loved beau- 
ties of his Highland castle are for- 
gotten. 


"Wife." wails the weary old voice, 


over and over again, as Mrs. Carnogio 
tries to soothe him, "has the war end- 
ed yet? 
When—when, will peace 


come?" 


No man tried to do more for inter- 


national peace than Carnegie. After 
the commission which he financed had 
reported on Balkan war atrocities he 
pledged himself to a world campaign 
against war. 


When, in the last days of July, 1914, 


Europe faced Armageddon, Carnegie 
toiled like a Titan. 
As ultimatums 


flashed back and 
forth 
Carnegie 


worked, tense with anxiety. He was 
sending cables to ministers of state 


when Britain's midnight declaration 
of war against Germany reached him. 
Stricken to the heart, the veteran's pen 
dropped from his hand. 


An hour later Mrs. Carnegie knelt by 


his side striving to comfort him. "My 
great dream gone. My great dream 
gone," he moaned endlessly. 
"If I 


could weep." 


Weeks passed, with their Invasion, 


rapine, atrocities, each falling upon 
him as a physical blow. 


"The dream of my life Is ended," 


sobbed Carnegie. 


•'General paralysis." said the scien- 


tists, ordering no word of war spoken 
to the old Ironmaster. They ordered 
qulot and change of scene. 


Tenderly they brought Carnegie 


back homo, bowed down with years 
and sorrow. 


But almost from day to day his con- 


dition changed . for the worse. Sel- 
dom did ho show any 
interest In 


money-getting 
or gift-giving. 
War 


was tho great burden of his brain. 


"How long will tho war continue?" 


ho pleaded constantly and pitifully. 
"I would give all I have—my last dol- 
lar—to shorten hostilities by a week." 


But the great fortune of the master 


of Bethlehem has slipped from his 
grasp. Ho is the man who was An- 
drew Carnegie, walling now and then 
out of shadowland, "Wife, when will 
tho war end?"

Bev. 0. E. Tomes Tells of Its 


Wonderful Influence 


for Good. 


Few people have any Idea of the 
great work that Is now being done by 
the Young Men's Christian association. 
Its fleld of activity extends perhaps to 
eve'ry corner of the earth. Xow that 


1 the United States Is Involved in the 
great world war the work of this great 
association becomes all the greater and 
the more important. 
The following 


by Rev. O. E. Tomes, pastor of the 
West Jefferson Street Church of Christ, 
on the value of the Y. M. C. A. will be 
enlightening to those who have but 
little conception of the splendid ser- 
vice it is rendering and its wonderful 
influence for good: 


Overlooking the bay which the 


Mayflower anchored you will flnd a 
shaft towering on the hill. On the 
base of this monument are carved 
four figures, one on each side, repre- 
senting. Law. Morality, Freedom and 
Education. Above the base the flg- 
nrp of Faith rises to a height of 
thirty-six feet. 
In one hand she 


holds an open Bible and with the 
other she points the nation to God 
That monument represents the spirit 
of the men who founded this repub- 
lic. 


LAW, morality, freedom and edu- 


cation 
are 
certainly 
foundation 


stones of our national life. Found- 
Ing a government in which the in- 
alienable rights—life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness—are to be 
vouchsafed to the people calls for 
such principles rather than 
the 


caprice of kings. 
The home, the 


school, the church and the state havs 
recognized this and have ceased not 
to educate in citizenship. 
Some- 


times, when there is no foe without 
and all seems well within, we be- 
come >!elf-qintercd and self-satisfied 
and are caused to wonder whether 
such a thing as real patriotism still 
endure?. 
But when the prlnc'plcc 


of liberty and free government are 
endangered and the world becomes 
unsafe for democracy, then we rind 
that the fi"es of patriotism have not 
been quenched, but simply burning 
low. needing only the fanning to leap 
into flames. 


I am speaking today of an insti- 


tution which has done much for this 
country—the Young Men's Christian 
association. 
This 
Institution 
in 


times of pence builds young men 
into good citizens. 
In times of 


war it makes them better sol- 
diers. 
Preparedness 
is 
physical 


mental and moral as well as military. 
Efficiency, even In fighting, depends 
more upon men than upon machines. 
Character is an asset—Impossible to 
estimate its vitluo In our army :tnd 
navy. 
It talte* it Kteady nerve, a 


quick brain iind decision to smash 
a perlMcopp .it a thousand yards. 
Steadings* of nerve is directly con- 
nected with clean living and whole- 
some thinking. 


The value of the Y. M. C. A. as an 


efficiency agent has been recognized 
not only by our government, but by 
thoso across tho seas. Its workers 
arc found in tho trenches nnd behind 
the lines of both the Central powers 
and the Allies. 
In some cases its 


secretaries have allowed themselves 
to bo Interned as prisoners rather 
than give up their work. And what 
Is that work? As multitudinous nnd 
varied as are the needs of men, 
without respect to nationality, re- 
ligion or rank. 
Nenr the supposed 


site of the r.ardcn of Eden, in Asia, 
fifty secretaries arc safe-guarding 
thn soldi*-™ against the seductions 
of tho old rcrpnnl. 
On the plains 


where Abraham pitched his tents 
and Lot turned toward Sodom, mod- 
ern Abraham:*, men of God. have 
gone to turn thn feet of the young 
soldiers away from the cities of de- 
struction. 
Over tho way the cani- 


van traveled which carried Joseph 
into bondage tho association has 
gone to free men from the bondage 
of monotony, homesickness and sin- 
sickness. 
On the same burning 


stands where the children of Israel 
made their wanderings and in the 
shadows of Mt. Sinai, where Moses 
receive:! the ten commandments, 
thousands of soldiers have sought 
comforts in tents erected by the as- 
sociation. 
At Alexandria on the 


Mediterranean; along the Suez ca- 
nal there are thirty Y camps. 
At 


Cairo, under the shadow of the pyra- 
mids, not a place to buy a cup of 
coffee or tea, to write a letter, but 
was subject to demoralizing in- 
fluences, until the association found 
its way in to satisfy the 
need. 


Desert camps, rough food, one hun- 
dred and twenty-five in the shade, 
hot sand everywhere. 
Secretaries 


traveling by camel to out stations to 
bring a little light, life and joy to 
the fellows there. 
Siy million pris- 


oners ministered to by over five hur. 
dred Y. M. C. A. camps. 


When our troops went to the bor- 


der, before the mess houses were 
erected the Y hut was built and the 
boys were made to feel at home. In- 
deed so popular were these shelters 
that when one of the buildings was 
burning to the ground a trooper was 
overheard to say: "There goes the 
only place of comfort in the camp." 
And the government has asked the 
association to do in every mobiliza- 
tion camp to which our boys are bo- 
ing sent today the same sort, of work. 
This means the mobilization of moral 
and spiritual forces to the eternal 
"welfare of the boys who are going to 
the defense of the principles of lib- 
erty for us and their country.

of $10 denomination to prospective 
purchasers of small amount of liberty 
loan bonds to enable them to pay for 
the bonds by Installments.

banks In New York. Each federal re- 
serve bank would Issue a large num- 
ber of the ten dollar memorandum 
certificates among tho member banks 
and other financial institutions in Its 
reserve district.

THE TREASURY 


Records Broken and Prepay- 


ment of Income Tax is 


the Reason. 


Washington. D. C., May 26.—The 


amount of gold flowing into tho treas- 
ury these days from ordinary sources 
of taxation has eclipsed iill previous 
records. For the first twenty-four days 
of 
May 
It aggregated $169.057,267, 


bringing the total for the fiscal year 
up to $794,567,337, or approximately 
$200,000.000 more than a year ago, 
which then stood as a new high record. 


Tho chief source of revenue thus far 


in May has been the income tax which 
hns yielded $88,714.922, against $:!,- 
835.834 for the corresponding period 
last year. The tremendous Increase is 
attributed to the patriotism of the tax- 
payers who believing tho government 
needs the money arc making their pay- 
ments a month earlier this year than 
formerly. Officials estimated that the 
Income tax will yield approximately 
$335,000.000 this year which Is more 
than $50,000,000 in excess of the sum 
estimated last fall when the amend- 
ment increasing the tax was enacted. 
Next in size are payments of internal 
revenue on whisky, beer, cigars and 
cigarettes. 
These payments totaling 


$38,597,474 for May arc 50 per cent 
higher than for the same period last 
year. 
The increase in these taxes Is 


attributed to what some officials term 
a lack of patriotism, or the desire of 
owners of the commodities to get them 
out of bonded warehouses before the 
taxes are doubled under the war rev- 
enue bill, now pending in congress. 


Customs receipts, $22,fil 8,219, show 


an increase of approximately $5,r,oo.- 
000 and miscellaneous items including 
the thousand and one smaller sources 
of revenue, jumped more tha.n 100 per 
cent to $9,126,562. Virtually the only 
tax which did not exceed expectations 
was "the tax on munitions and this has 
fallen somewhat under the sum esti- 
mated as its yield. Total receipts for 
the month are approximately three 
and 'one-half times as much as they 
were a year ago.

RUTABAGA, A GOOD WINTER VEGETABLE. 


(Another of a series of articles ed- 


ited by the committee on publicity and 
information of the National Food Re- 
lief committee, Fort Wayne branch. 
This article by Norma Erf.) 


The rutabaga resembles the turnip, 


and is sometimes called the Swedish 
turnip or the Russian turnip. As the 
name suggests, it is ii plant adapted 
to northern latitudes, and while it can 
be grown here, it is especially adapted 
to sections north of Indiana and Ohio. 
However, since it Is such a splendid 


winter vegetable, it is recommended 
for cultivation here this year. 
I 


The rutabaga requires a longer sea- 


son for maturing than does the turnip 
and so it should be planted as soon as \ 
possible, after the middle of June. The : 
plant requires more space than the | 
turnip, and it is best to sow the seed 
in drills about IS inches apart. When 
the plants are well up they should be 
thinned out to a distance of 6 to 8 
inches between plants. 


Two pounds of seed will sow an 


acre, and one can figure on ^ of an 


ounce for a row of 100 feet, if the seed 
is put in by hand. The seed should 
not be planted too deep, a half to a 
whole inch being deep enough. If the 
plants are pulled carefully they may 
be transplanted very successfully. 


The roots are quite hardy and are 


not injured by light frosts. They 
should be taken up and stored in a 
cellar or in pits out of doors, but the 
tops should be removed before stor- 
ing.

Several reasons aro assigned for this. 


We haven't a large "foreign" popula- 
tion. W« have no slums. Wo aro free 
from the worthless, shiftless element 
which, in some of tho river towns (I'm 
mentioning no names) aro dignified by 
the appellation, river rats. 


Towns, liko human beings, vary in 


accordance with their habits. It Is the 
habit of Fort Wayne to feel a pride in 
homo ownership. Every newcomer is 
made to believe that it's the right 
tiding to do. Tho Influence of this idea 
on the city as a whole has been won- 
derfully effective in raising the stand- 
ard of the city far above tho average 
In many ways. The individual makes 
the city, and the solution of a city's 
condition comes only through a study 
of the views and habits of the majority 
of tho individuals who compose its 
population. I suppose wo shall never 
discover a way to determine the exa,ct 
extent of the influence of home-owning 
upon the general character of tho city, 
but there are several facts which will 
well repay thoughtful consideration. 


Somehow, men measure each other's 


ability and responsibility by stand- 
ards which may or may not be found- 
ed on reason. The man who is a. rent- 
er, for instance, is usually looked up- 
on as one who is lacking in responsibil- 
ity or the strength of character to en- 
able him to do things of moment. And 
If one's neighbors instinctively turn 
from reposing confidence in him as a 
leader, there comes over him the con- 
viction that he was never designed to 
occupy an important place in the 
scheme of things. When a neighbor- 
hood centers its interest upon the de- 
velopment of a community idea, he is 


! clear of any indebtedness. 
And dur- 


ing the time of the payments the fam- 
ily has had tho complete use of the 
property, and it has Increased in 
value. Even before the payments on 
the home are completed, tho owner 
can sell the property and profit finan- 
cially, besides having had the use of 
the homo during; this period. 


This plan of building a. home Is not 


merely a splendid thing for the man 
of small moans. It Is also a great 
convenience and accommodation to 
tho man who has larger means and 
who dislikes to take his capital away 
from his business or the other chan- 
, nels in which he may have directed it. 
One thing Is sure: The plan as it has 
been put into operation 
In Fort 


Wayne has taught many a family the 
plan of systematic saving, so that 
when the homo is paid for tho family 
has acquired the habit of applying Its 
surplus earnings in ft permanent In- 
vestment of some 
kind 
Instead of 


wasting It after tho manner of those 
who have never learned tho lessons of 
thrift and economy, which comes with 
tho payment for property on the in- 
stallment plan. 


Possibly 
ono reason 
why Fort 


Wayne is devoid of tho slum element, 
which curses most other cities. Is tho 
fact that the percentage of renters la 
so low. The owner of a house usually 
takes better care of it than a renter 
does. 
Ask any Fort Wayne realty 


man nnd he will tell you that the de- 
preciation on residence property oc- 
cupied by the owner is much less than 
that of houses occupied by renters. 
This is reflected also in the care with 
which the front and back yards are 
kept, nnd if this is true, then tho in- 
fluence upon the children In the home 
which is owned by tho occupant is of 
a higher order than that which comes 
from tho conditions which surround 
the rented house. 


As a matter of fact and figures, it 


may be of value to note that the fam- 
ily which pays $8 a month in rent, 
gives the landlord $1,265 in ten years; 
$2.334 in fifteen years and $3,B31 in 
twenty years. Twelve dollars a month 
rent amounts to $1,898 in ten years,

He is 
drawn into many affairs of city-wide 
scope, and through these developing 
lines of efCort there comes a deeper 
pride in state and national affairs.

Instructions to men of registering 


age. tclline theni exactly how to go 
about sinning up for Uncle Sam's se- 
lect service army June 5, have been 
Issued by the war department. 


All men, except those already In the 


United States army or navy, the fed- 
eralized national guard or naval mili- 
tia, or in actual service in the officers' 
or enlisted men's reserve corps, who 
have passed their twenty-first and 
havo not reached their thirty-first 
birthdays, on June 5, must appear at 
tho booth set up in their districts, be- 
tween 7 o'clock in the morning and 9 
at night. 


On a slip of paper are questions to 


be answered directly and simply by 
the applicant, lie must give his name 
in full, age in years only, address in 
full and date of birth. He must state 
whether he is a citizen, native born or 
naturalized. 


The applicant will be asked to state 


his present occupation, telling its ex- 
act nature. If he is an officer or em- 
ploye of the city, state or federal gov- 
ernments he should name his exact 
position. 


Ono of the most Important questions 


relates to dependents. 
If he has a 


father, mother or wife, or a child, 
brother or sister under 12 years of ngc, 
solely dependent on Wm for support, 
he should so state. He must also state 
If he is married or single.

He must have this card 
with him at all times, for he may be 
stopped at any time or place by a po- 
liceman or military officer and arrested 
if he fails to-show his card.

in the home garden when space al- 
lows, since it loses quality very rap- 
idly after being picked.

Stalks should be thinned 


to stand from fifteen to eighteen in- 
ches in the row. 
In planting, the 


seed is covered with one or two in- 
ches of soil. 
Cultivation mast be 


thorough, frequent, and shallow.

ing -of such crops as spinach, turnips, 
and kale.

I call upon young 
men and old alike and upon the able- 
bodied boys of the land to accept and 
act upon this duty,—to turn in hosts 
to the farms and make certain thai 
no pains'and no labor is lacking in 
this great matter.

stuffs as well as cotton. They can 
show th«Jr patriotism In no better or 
more convincing way than by resist- 
ing the great temptation of the present 
price of cotton and helping, helping 
upon a great scale, to feed the nation 
and the peoples everywhere who are 
fighting for their liberties .and for our 


own. The variety of their crops will 
be the visible measure of their com- 
prehension of their national duty. 


The Government of the United 


States and the governments of the 
several states stand ready to co- 
operate. They "wni do everything pos- 
sible to assist farmers in securing an 
adequate supply of seed, an adequate 
force of laborers when they are most 
needed, at harvest time, and the 
means of expediting shipments of fer- 
tilizers and farm machinery, as wen 
as of the crops themselves when har- 
vested. The course of trade shall be 
as unhampered a* It is possible to 
make it and there shall be no un- 
warranted manipulation of the na- 
tion's food supply by those who handle 
it on its way to the consumer.

Is our opportunity to demonstrate the 
efficiency of a great democracy and 
we shall not fall short of it! 


This let me say to the middlemen 


of every sort, whether they are hand- 
ling our foodstuffs-or our raw mate- 
rials qf manufacture or the products 
of our mills and factories: 
The eyes 


of the country wffl be especially upon 
ypn. 
This is your opportunity for 


signal service, efficient and disinter- 
ested. The country expects you, as it 
expects all others, to forego unusual 
profits, to organize and expedite ship- 
ments of supplies of every kind, but 
especially of food, with an eye to the 
service you are rendering and in the 
spirit of those who enlist.in the ranks, 
for their people, not for themselves. 
I shall confidently expect you to de-

serve and win the confidence of people 
of every sort and station. 


To the men urfco run the railways 


of the country, whether they be man- 
agers or operative employees, let me 
say that the railways are the arteries 
of the nation's life-and that upon them 
rest the Immense responsibility of 
seeing to it that those arteries suffer 
no obstruction of any kind, no In- 
efllciency or slackened power. To the 
merchant let me suggest the motto, 
"Small profits and quick service" 
and to the shipbuilder the thought 
that the life of the war depends upon 
him. The food and the war supplies 
must be carried across the seas no 
matter how many ships are sent to 
the bottom. The places of those that 
go down must be supplied and sup- 
plied at once. To tho miner let me 
say that he stands where the farmer 
does: the work of tho world waits on 
him. 
If he slackens or fans, armies 


and statesmen are helpless. He also 
is enlisted in tho great Service Army. 
The manufacturer does not need to 
be told, I hope, that the nation looks 
to him to speed and perfect every 
process; and I want only to remind 
bis employees that their service Is 
absolutely indispensable and is counted 
on by every man who loves the coun- 
try and Its llberties. 


I/et me suggest, also, that everyone 


who creates or cultivates a garden 
helps, and helps greatly, to-solve the 
problem of the feeding of the nations; 
and that every housewife who prac- 
tices strict economy puts herself In 
the ranks of those who serve tho na- 
tion. This Is the time for America to 
correct her unpardonable fault of 
wastefulness and extravagance. 
Let 


every man and every woman assume 
tho duty of carcfnl, provident use and 
expenditure as a public duty, as a 
dictate of patriotism which no one 
can now expect ever to be-excusod or 
forgiven for Ignoring. 


In the hope that this statement of 


the needs of tho nation and of tho 
world In this hour of supreme crisis 
may stimulate those =to whom it comes 
and to remind all who need reminder 
of the solemn duties of a time snch as 
the world has never seen before, I beg 
that all editors and pnbttsners -every- 
where will givo-as prominent publica-

Use Common Sense 


In Hog Raising 


It is very necessary, that we <recog- 


nlze hog cholera and swine plague in 
the very early stages In order-to- pre- 
vent them from spreading. In £ozno 
outbreaks the symptoms are not typi- 
cal and we cannot diagnose- the disease 
by the symptoms alone. In-such causes 
we should destroy a sick hog and 
make a careful post-mortem examina- 
tion. 


If the disease proves to be hog chol- 


era or swine plague, and it is practical 
under the conditions the herd should 
be divided into small .bunches. Ths

sick animals should be separated-fxtroi ' 
the well ones and all possible precau- 
tions taken against the spread -of the 
disease. 


Do not move the Iwgs to different 


parts of the farm, nor scatter the dis- 
ease over the farm. If the yards and 
hog houses are in such a condition 
that they cannot be properly cleaned 
and disinfected we should move the 
herd to some convenient place and 
build temporary quarters: 


When the weather is warm the -only 


protection needed is shade. 
weather it Is necessary to

provide 


quarters warm enough to prevent the' 
hogs from piling up and catching 
cold. Portable hog houses are 
nsoful for this purpose, 


Tho yards, feeding HOOTS, troughs 


and hog bouses must be kept dean. 
All litter must be removed datty. and 
tho frequent spraying of the hog*. 
foedmsr floors and sleeping quarters 
with a water solution (two -per cent or 
more) of a tar dlslnfoctanWs a neces- 
sary part of the care.

Fertilizer Mixtures Prevent Flies From Breeding 


That flies may be prevented from 


breeding in barnyard manure by add- 
ing to the substance the common fer- 
tilizer Ingredients, calcium cyanamld, 
acid phosphate, and kainlt, has been 
demonstrated by recent experiments 
Tho valuable feature of tho discovery 
is that by the new treatment the fer- 
tilizing value of the manure is in- 


applied in excess of 2% -tons per acre, 
since it contains a much feigner per- 
centage of the commercial fertiliser 
than fho pit-treated product. 


Earner experiments proved that 


both borax and hellebore are effective 
In preventing flies from breeding in 
manure. The use of borax was found 
to constitute the cheapest effective 


bushel 
of treated manure. 


treatment-may lessen the value of the 
manure for agricultural 
purposes, 


however. 
The hellebore treatment 


was fonnd to cost about 1 cent per 


creased at the same time that its treatment, costing one-half cent 
menace to health is lessened. Under x- 
- - 


treatments for preventing flics breed- 
ing in manure heretofore In use, the 
fertilizing value of the substance has 
been decreased or not affected. 


The fertilizer Ingredient indicated 


by the experiments to be most effec- 
tive In preventing the development of 
fly maggots in manure Is calcium cy- 
anaraid, -a. compound in which nitro- 
gen from the air Is fixed by electricity. 
The Investigations showed the value, 
however, of adding other ingredients 
to balance properly the chemical ef- 
fects and to prevent waste of fertiliz- 
ing '< elements. 
Acid phosphate 
was 


fonnd to be the supplemental ingre- 
dient most needed, but a still better 
fertilizer was obtained when kainit 
was used also. The three substances, 
cyanamld, acid phosphate, and kainit, 
give a fertilizer complete in itself, 
containing nitrogen, phosphorus, and 
potash, as well as lime. 
As a result of experiments, special- 


ists of the Department of Agriculture 
advocate the use of mixtures of 1 
pound of cyanamld and 2 to 4 pounds 
of acid phosphate per 4 square feet 
of surface1 exposed, when the manure 
is in boxes or pits. When the manure 
U ,"a grun piles the rate of applica- 
tion should be 4 pounds of cyanamid 
aad 4 or more pounds of acid phos- 
pnate per 8 bushels of manure. To 
be sure of retaining all the fertilizing 
elements, more than 4 pounds of aclc 
phosphate are recommended. When 
kainit Is used It nwy replace a portion 
of phosphate. 


When manure from pits treated as 


suggested above !• applied as-fertilizer, 
the rate should be 9 tons per acre to 
provide the amount of cyanamid cal- 
culated to be most-effective. Manure 
treated In open piles should not be

bushel of manure, and neither lessens 
nor increases the fertilizing value. 
The treatment with fertilizer Ingredi- 
ents just evolved costs from o'ne-half 
cent.per-bTiBhel.of -manure when treat- 
ment Is in-pits to l.S cents per bushel 
wlten the treatment Is in open piles. 
This cost 'is baaed on the normal sen- 
ing prices of the fertiliser-ingredients, 
and is materially lessened in effect by 
the Increased fertilizing efficiency of 
the treated manure. Not only is the 
value of the manure Increased by the 
fertilizer Ingredients added but also 
their presence prevents tho waste of 
certain valuable elements usually lost 
from untrested manure. 


One hundred hires of bees are 


worth as much as. or even more than. 
an 80-acre farm, says Francis Jagcr, 
of University Farm. St. Paul. 


For <apltal Invested and labor re- 


quired, adds Mr. Jager, bees are far 
the greatest money-makers one can 
keep on the farm. 
One hundred 


pounds' is a fair overage production 
under good management of tho bee 
yard. At this rate 100 hives would 
produce 10,000 pounds of honey in 
one year. This, at 10 cents a pound, 
would give a'return-of $1,000 for one 
year. 


None of this has to 'bo used to pay 


for feed for the bees for all their food 
and honey come from the flowers of 
the roadsides, woods, and meadows. 
Further, little or no rent Is required 
for the land, for the beehives can be 
placed along roadsides and In mea- 
dows where the bees have food at 
their very doors. 


If a yard is needed for the. bees, a 


quarter of an acre Is more than 
enough for 100 hives. 
This should 


cost $1.50 as rent. 


The only large expense Is for equip- 


ment such as hives and supers, and 
this equipment will last a lifetime. It 
can be supplied for $300. This means 
a yearly charge of only about $15 
The bees can be obtained free by 
catching swarms in summer. 
Then 


by the use of pure-bred Italian queens 
these swaxms can bo multiplied into 
a pure-bred -apiary. 


The total annual cost of the bees 


for-one year then is less than $20 ex 
elusive of labor. 
The actual labor 


required is worth $124 at the rate o 
$400 per year, for only one-third o 
the time of one man is needed, ac 
cording to Mr. Jager, who finds tha 
one man can easOycare for 300 hives, 
This leaves a net profit of $846 for one 
year.

PROTECT DRINKING WATER. 


Birds lead active lives and require 


much food. 
A single bird often eats 


more than one hundred insects at a 
single meal and sometimes consumes 
several thousand small insects. Birds 
on a 200-acre farm In North. Carolina 
destroyed a million green bugs or 
wheat aphids daily. There are many; 
localities where birds have saved cer- 
tain trees, garden crops, or field crops 
from total destruction. 


Encourage all kinds of birds to 


make their home-on your place, as the 
various species prey on different kinds 
of insects. Every destructive insect 
is on the bill of fare of one or more of 
our native birds. We can not urge too 
strongly the necessity of encouraging 
the birds. 


CROP WASTE THROUGH-TJSB OF 


POOR SEED. 


No one should run the risk of crop 


failure by using poor seed. This is 
especially truo at this time when all 
possible agricultural produce is needed. 
Seed of the varieties best adapted to 
local conditions should be used as far 
as available.

Drinking water may bo the source 


of ill health unless precautions aw 
taken to keep it uncontamlnatcd. 
B. W. Lehmann ot the Missouri Col- 
lego ot Agriculture suggests that tho 
farmer examine his water supply, es- 
pecially If it is from a dug well. 
Water from shallow dug wolls is 
usually contaminated unless special 
precaution has been taken on tbo part 
of the owner. 
Drilled wolls more 


than 100 feet deep usually furnish a 
good-wholesome supply of water. 


The following have been found to 


bo>the principal causes ortho-impurity 
of water from dug wells: 
(1) Tho 


wells are poorly located. They can 
be found In tho barn-yard near ma- 
nure piles, too near privies and drains, 
and at points where all kinds of wastes 
are thrown from the Mtchen. Farm- 
ers who contemplate digging wells 
can avoid trouble by selecting a fav- 
orable location. 
It ia best to place 


the well on a slope. (2) Poor surface 
drainage is a cause of impurity. This 
is partly duo to the location where 
seepage carries filth from the surface 
and from the top soil where it has 
collected 
during the long winter 


months. While these impurities wil 
be more or less diluted by tho spring 
rains, some will be carried Into tho 
well. 
(2) Insufficient or inadequate 


curbing will allow impurities to enter 
the well. Wells are too often lined 
with bricks without mortar which 
permits free passage of seepage water, 
earth worms, or other undesirable 
materials and animals. The curbs of 
all dug wells should be water tlgnt 
for a depth of at least six or eight feet 
Tile drain should be provided outside 
tho curb to carry off any seepage 
w^ter. 
(4) The top of the well may 


be a source for contamination. Many 
wells are covered with boards with 
cracks between them which allow the 
passage o*f all kinds of filth. Con- 
crete makes a good well top which 
can be easily made at small expense. 
(5) The foregoing sources of water 
contamination are made more danger- 
ous by carelessness and neglect on the 
part of the owner.

The 
territory of the association Is dividec 
into 5 breeding blocks and one bul 
assigned to each block. To proven 
inbreeding, each, bull is moved to the 
next block every two years. Barring 
losses from death or other causes 
therefore, no new bulls need be pur- 
chased for 10 years. It Is customary 
to apportion the purchase price, and 
the expense of supporting tlie bulls 


among tho members according,to the 
number of cows owned by each. 


Those associations have been known 


In tho United States only since 19<X, 
when tho first ono was organized, in 
Michigan. The short time which has 
elapsed since then makes it Impossible 
to demonstrate tho full value of the 
associations, 'because the influence- of 
a pure-bred siro is felt In the herd 
Tor more than ono .generation. 81ml- 
ar-ossoaatlons, howewcr, havo-oxlsted 
in Denmark ever since '1874, and -fho 
movement in that country has proved 
most successful. 
So far as we know 


now, there seems to bo no serious-ob- 
jection to organizations of this char- 
acter to offset their very obvjons«ad- 
vantages. 


Take, for instance, one association': 


This association is composed of It 
farmers .-md is organized into 5 blocks. 
Before the association was formed, S 
farmers who afterwards become mem- 
bers had each an average investment 
of $85 in a scrub bull. These scrubs 
were sold and 5 pnre-bred bulls 
bought at $240 each,, or aen-average.-of 
$75 for each member.

further. In another association which 
hasvmore than 100 tnembecsstho orig- 
inal cist to each for purchasing' the 
pure-bred sires was-only $23. 


In.regarcl to tho returns from-grafl- 


ing up cattle through the use of th* 
purs-bred bulls of the co-operative 
associations, one estimate 
obtained 


from farmers in Maryland, Michigan, 
and Minnesota, places the increased 
value of tlie offspring in the first 
generation at from 30 to 80 -per -cent,

by business men with the possibility 
of equally serious loss, but m the bull 
associations tWs does not seem to he 
true.
